Hawless  surfaces.  Very  attractive. 

524  1902  Proof  (65/65)  An  ultra  brilliant  blazer.  A 
few  tiny  slidemarks  on  the  cheek  are  noticeable 
only  under  magnification. 

525  1902-0  MS  (65/65)  Average  strike,  as  is  typical 
with  New  Orleans  mint  Barber  Halves.  Light 
gold  and  lime  toning.  Scarcer  date  in  Mint  State. 

526  1903  Proof  (65/65)  Pale  golden  patina.  A  “key” 
to  the  Proof  Twentieth  Century  type  set. 

527  1912  Proof  (65/65)  Deep  iridescent  toning.  Com¬ 
pletely  devoid  of  marks.  Perfect  for  a  type  set.
